5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Taniguchi et al (US 5,710,620) and Kunii et al (US 6,388,386). Taniguchi discloses an 
apparatus comprising a phase shifted reticle (phase modulation element) has at least two phase 
modulation elements where the angle of diffracted light generated from a pattern of the reticle 
varies with the line width and pitch of the pattern (col 10, in 15-40 and col 12, In 45-60) an 
image formation optical system 7A, 8; a stage WS for holding a wafer W (col 6, In 45-65 and 
Fig 1). Kunii et al teaches a phase shifter to irradiate a film with light beams having a intensity 
including a concave pattern and an inverse pattern (Absfract, col 14, In 1-67 and Fig 10-1 1). 
Taniguchi and Kunii et al does not teach, suggest, or provide any rationale for when the image 
formation optical system has a homogeneous circular pupil and no aberration, the phase 
modulation element has the following relationship between the point spread fimction ASF and 
the pupil fimction:
